Etfective Date 
Matter of Doubt 


When will daylight saving.time 
really start in Atlanta this year?

Lawyer Convicted of Trying 
To Influence U. S. in Probe 
of Harboring Client. 


RICHMOND, Va., April 7.—() 
The United States fourth circuit 
court of appeals heard arguments | 


today on the appeal of Jesse G. 
Duke, Washington attorney, from 
a district court conviction at Alex- 
andria, of attempting to influence 
the action of a federal grand jury. 

Duke, now out on bond, was 
sentenced to four months at Camp

H. Hoeppel, of California, while 
the latter was a federal fugitive. 

The attorney was indicted on 
the harboring charge, but that case 
has not yet come to trial.

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THE CHRYSLER SETTLEMENT 

The settlement of the Chrysler strike is 
bound to be vastly comforting to the country, 
but with that feeling of relief goes a sense of 
waste and futility. The terms of the agree- 
ment reached between the company and the 
union lead to the inevitable conclusion that, 
after weeks of struggle and incalculable loss 
and growing bitterness, the workers have got- 
ten no more than would have been theirs if 
they had relied upon negotiation instead of 
economic force. 

The lesson of this strike is clear enough for 
even the most casual wayfarer. If members of 
the union had a grievance against the com- 
pany, the law provided them with an approach 
to redress. As a matter of fact, they were 
actually negotiating, it appears, when the sit- 
down strike was resorted to, spilling the beans 
all around. - 

For it was this sit-down affair which 
aroused public opinion to the point where con- 
gress could no longer avoid an expression on 
the subject. The upshot is that organized labor 
has actually lost ground with respect to pop- 
ular favor, while gaining little or nothing with 
respect to the particular issues at stake in the 
Chrysler controversy. 

It is to be hoped that labor leaders will 
now realize the folly of rushing their followers 
into strikes for the attainment of their ends. 

Not through sit-downs or walkouts, not 
through reliance upon economic force, can 
labor obtain the benefits which it seeks and 
to which it is entitled. It can, and will, go 
much farther by depending upon the give- 
and-take of negotiation. In that direction lies 
its real salvation. 


DEPLORABLE ECONOMY 
The tragic crash of a giant airliner when 
it flew into the side of Mount Baldy, in Arizona, 
drives home once more the necessity that every 
plane which takes to the air be equipped with 
those instruments which have made flying un- 


der proper conditions one of the safest of mod- | 


ern modes of transportation. 

Reports state that the crashed airliner was 
not equipped with these essential devices. It 
was not carrying regular passengers, the eight 
who went to their death being officials or 
guests of the company which had manufac- 
tured the ship. It had been sold to a foreign 
company and was merely being flown to New 
York for shipment at the time of the crash. 

The air division of the Department of Com- 
merce enforces the rule that all ships carrying 
passengers must carry the proper safety equip- 
ment, but this rule, it is understood, did not 
apply to the tragedy ship which was not in 
regular passenger service. As a protection to 
the public, if for no other reason, this rule 
should be extended to all ships in the air, re- 
gardless of the purpose for which they are 
flown. : 

The airliner which crashed did not have 
two-way radio control and thus was unable to 
keep on the radio beam which automatically 
holds airships to the prescribed course between 
ports, nor could it send out distress calls. One 
hundred miles away two regular passenger 
planes, equipped with the radio control, flew 
tranquilly on their way, safely, along the radio 
beam which the third ship, unequipped, missed 
and was unable to regain, crashing into the 
side of a mountain. 

The manufacturers of the crashed plane, in 
sending it out without proper instruments, not 
only lost a ship that cost more than $100,000 
to construct, but have reawakened a feeling of 
distrust of the air in the general public—a dis- 
trust that not only works to the injury of their 
own industry of plane manufacture, but adds a 
new handicap to the flying industry as a whole 
and to every affiliated interest. 


HOW QUICK CAN YOU STOP? 

Suppose you are driving your car 40 miles 
an hour. How many feet will you require to 
bring it to a full stop? 

Ask that question of a few friends and you'll 
be surprised how little many otherwise good 
drivers know on the subject. 

You'll be surprised how many will tell you 
they can bring their own car to a full stop from 
a speed of 40 miles an hour in less than 40 
feet. 

All who do make such a claim, you can tell 
are entirely wrong. 

As a matter of cold fact the only time a 
car, at 40 miles an hour, stops in less than 0 
feet, is when it hits a brick wall or a tele- 
phone pole or something. Because a car will 
skid, at such a speed, 50 feet if all four wheels 
are locked, and it takes mighty good brakes to 
stop that car in 80 feet.

You take your eyes from the road for one sec- 
ond, to look at a dashboard instrument, may- 
be. In that second you travel 81 feet.

TIMELY WARNING 

President Eugene Harrington, of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, in a letter to Mayor 
Hartsfield and members of city council, warns 
of possible defeat of the important constitu- 
tional amendments affecting the city’s finan- 
cial program unless the plan of rigid economy 
outlined when this legislation was first pro- 
posed is strictly adhered to. 

The Chamber of Commerce, at the time 
when the financial problem of the city was de- 
manding immediate solution, secured the serv- 
ices of Dr. Thomas H. Reed, outstanding ex- 
pert on municipal finances. Dr. Reed came to 
Atlanta and made a thorough survey of the 
city’s problems and her needs, his findings co- 
inciding with the conclusions reached by Mayor 
Hartsfield and other leaders conversant with 
the situation. 

Backed by this report of an expert whose 
findings were entirely impartial, the business- 
men and taxpayers of the city accepted the 
proposal for increased taxes and higher rates 
for municipal services which was embodied in 
measures passed by the legislature, including 
the important amendment to the city charter 
which must be voted on June 8, 

Increase in taxes is never pleasant to those 
who have to pay them, but, recognizing the 
emergency of the Atlanta circumstance, and 
assured by reason of the findings of Dr. Reed 
and the concurrence of the most conservative 
elements of business life that the program as 
outlined was absolutely essential, Atlantans as 
a whole have accepted the higher rates cheer- 
fully and willingly. 

Any suspicion, however, of a tendency to 
depart from the rigid economy program .laid 
down, any attempt to use the increased city 
revenue for purposes other than those intend- 
ed, will bring instant change in the attitude of 
the taxpayers. , 

President Harrington sounds his note of 
warning in time to forestall any such attempt. 
The Chamber of Commerce, by reason of the 
indorsement it gave to the program outlined 
by Dr. Reed and advocated by Mayor Harts- 
field, has more than usual interest in this city 
problem. Having given the plan as outlined its 
full suport, the chamber rightly feels it has 
even greater interest than it would otherwise 
have in the carrying out of that plan. 

There must be no departure from the pro- 
gram adopted. The amount of tMmcreased reve- 
nue the city may expect will solve its problems 
only if used in the most economical manner. 
Even then the amount received will barely be 
sufficient to fill the emergency need. 

The slightest divergence from that economy 
rule, even though in itself not sufficient to 
cause much alarm, is a matter for serious fear 
because of the precedent it sets. Such a be- 
ginning might bring about an avalanche of po- 
litically inspired expenditures which would de- 
feat the very purpose of the tax increase and 
leave the city no better off than it was before. 


A SAFEGUARD FOR COTTON 

Advocacy by Senator Smith, of South Caro- 
lina, of wider powers for the federal cotton 
grading act, in order to give greater protection 
to producers, should receive universal approval 
among southern cotton interests. 

Whether or not the plan proposed by Sen- 
ator Smith is the best that can be devised, un- 
doubtedly it is a step in the direction of greater 
protection to the producer of cotton and the 
safeguarding of his rights in the marketing of 
his crop. 

Senator’ Smith’s proposal is that bonded 
government graders shall stamp the grade and 
staple length upon each bale of cotton as it 
comes from the gin. These stamps would re- 
main on the cotton until it reaches the ulti- 
mate purchaser, thus not only providing a 
guarantee to the buyer, but also assuring the 
producer that his cotton will be marketed un- 
der its correct grading. ' 

Inasmuch as the federal government has 
already standardized the grading of cotton, it 
would seem obvious that any further step 
needed to guarantee the benefits of this stand- 
ardization to the producers of that cotton will 
be taken.

It is not so much the President’s refusal to bend in the face 
of the storm against his supreme court plan, although they con- 
sider that remarkable. Nor is it entirely his declination to be 
moved by thé almost unanimous demands of his congressional 
friends for some action to suppress sit-down strikes, although 
they also considered that extraordinary. 

What has left them limp and befuddled is the news that the 


White House is reviving the Florida shi 


canal, which has been 


defeated by congress and dropped. Also, things are working 
around toward a revival of the Passamaquoddy project, which 
was similarly smothered by congress, abandoned and forgotten. 

The way things are going, the weary legislators fear they 
will next be confronted with the World Court adherence, or per- 
haps the emancipation of slaves. Apparently nothing is ever 
decided these days until the President wins. 


FINESSE The manner in which the Florida canal was pulled 
out of the grave and made to walk again, has espe- 
cially encouraged the legislators to believe there is no lasting 


death. 


A report on the canal project was sent to congress last week 
by War Secretary Woodring, but it happened to arrive just ten 
minutes after the house adjourned. The messenger left it in the 
confidential custody of a house clerk, who would not permit 
newsmen to see it. War officials said they had no extra copies. 
There was nothing for newsmen to ‘lo except to wait until the 
house reconvened this week before publishing anything about it. 

This would have been the ordinary course, but the War 
Secretary decided to give out an announcement stating that the 
report by General Markham, chief of army engineers, approved 
the project. This news was published far and wide, until a 
curious congressman went to the house clerk, saw the report 
and noted that, while Markham approved, his whole board of 
engineers heartily disapproved. News-dispensing agencies im- 
mediately sent out corrections, but, as usual, the correction 
failed to smother completely the original story. 

One newsman took Woodring to task, requesting an explana- 


tion of the deception. Mr. Woodrin 
tention to deceive, but things just 


explainéd he had no in- 
appened that way. 


OPPOSITION . It is not exactly a secret in the War Depart- 

ment that Mr. Woodring is serving at the 
President’s pleasure, and that Chief of Engineers Markham is 
in a position more susceptible to White House influence than his 


board of engineers. 


Board members are technical experts on 


waterways problems, and have a relatively small knowledge of 
politics and the ways of Washington. 

Their smothered conclusion was that the project would. cost 
$65,000,000 more than their chief, General Markham, reported, 
and that it could not be justified economically. 

General Markham argued that the question of economic jus- 
tification was a matter of personal opinion, and his personal 
opinion happened to coincide with Mr. Roosevelt’s. 

No one around the department will maintain that the tech- 
nical experts would have been overruled if the President had 
no feelings on the subject. And yet no one there or elsewhere 
seems to know why Mr. Roosevelt has taken such a personal

It goes to party workers all 
the way down to precinct committeemen and is supposed to con- 
tain the advice and counsel of the party leaders which formerly 
was issued through the newspapers.

Dobbs, Wells, Weisiger, Harris and 
Major Guinn, w.ih Mayor Harts- 
field and Councilman Beck hold- 
ing the positions as ex-officio 
members. 

With the board of trustees strip- 
ped of its powers to administer af- 
fairs at Grady and with Super- 
intendent Franklin vested with 
veto authority over policies which 
might be promulgated by the 
board, another angle developed in 
the muddle yesterday. 

Fulton county has been allocat- 
ing about $87,000 a year to the 
citizens’ board to be administered 
for the hospital as Fulton county’s 
contribution for services to county 
residents residing outside the city 
limits.

Also it was reported that meet- 
ings of the Grady board had been 
called and Franklin, who acted as 
secretary, was “instructed” not to 
notify the mayor (meaning Harts- 
field). From one source, it was 
said affidavits to that effect could 
and will be produced if necessary. 

Councilman John A. White, 
chairman of the Albert Steiner 
board of trustees and co-author of 
the ordinance divesting the Grady 
board of its powers, yesterday 
said “if the present movement is 
not right I will lead a fight to cor- 
rect it.” 

“Something had to be done to 
eliminate friction at Grady,” he 
added. “Employes at the hospital 
are satisfied with the ordinance 
which we passed. I will never 
agree to allow Grady to be operat- 
ed again under a council com- 
mittee. 

“T know what council commit- 
tees and council domination does.” 
Haire Statement. 

Councilman Haire expressed 
himself in the following state- 
ment: 

“After mature deliberation, I 
have arrived at the conclusion the 
action taken Monday in city coun- 
cil was hasty. I am convinced 
friction exists at Grady hospital 
and that a thorough investigation 
should be made and corrective 
measures adopted. The health 
and comfort of the poor people of 
Atlanta are at stake in this mat- 
ter and should be the prime con- 
sideration of those in charge of the 
conduct of Grady. It certainly is 
mine and I believe other members 
of council feel as I do about it. 
Grady should be kept entirely free 
of politics in order that it can 
perform the maximum service for 
the indigent sick of this great 
city.” 


Rating Lifted. 


Beck flayed the action, pointing 
to the fact that Grady has been 
lifted from a low rating, where 
it was even difficult to obtain in- 
ternes fitted to carry on the work 
there, to its now commanding 
place as an A-1 institution accord- 
ing to the rating of the American 
Hospital Association. 


When the Grady board first be- 
gan functioning, it called to At- 
lanta Dr. Bert W. Caldwell, execu- 
tive secretary of the American 
Hospital Association, to make a 
survey of the institution and to 
file his recommendations. The 
recommendations were followed in 
every instance possible, Beck 
pointed out, and “Grady has be- 
come a credit to the city under 
the administration of the board in- 
stead of a political hotbed under 
councilmanic control.” 


Beck also cited that many thou- 
sands of dollars have been pro- 
cured by trustees for renovating 
and cleaning up the physical 
properties. He recalled that the 
building was actually unsanitary 
while council and committees 
controlled it, but that under the 
present citizens’ committee, it is 
a model of cleanliness and effi- 
ciency. 


Fulton commissioners yesterday 
voted that, in the event Grady 
hospital authorities demanded mu- 
nicipalities pay for treatment of 
their patients at the institution, a 
similar sum be deducted from the 
amount appropriated to the hos- 
pital by the county and this mon- 
ey be refunded the municipali- 
ties. 

Mayor Hartsfield exhibited a 
long list of telegrams and letters 
urging him to sign the ordinance. 
Many of the messages came from 
doctors.

| Veteran Chairman of Grady Board 


Sees Return of Political Control 


‘Elimination of Friction,” Given as Reason for Change, 
Is Termed Camouflage—A Thin Smoke Screen to 
Obscure the Real Purpose of the Ordinance. 


Samuel C. Dobbs, veteran chair- 
man of the Grady hospital board 
of trustees, defended the board 
and praised its administration last 
night in a statement in which he 
hit “the camouflage, ‘the elimina- 
tion of friction,’” characterizing it 
as a “thin smoke screen to obscure 
the real purpose of the ordinance 
in question.” 

Dobbs said more than 100,000 
persons were treated by a splen- 
did staff last year, and that the 
doctors worked without compen- 
sation. 

The Dobbs statement was con- 
curred in the main by Kendall 
Weisiger, who said, “I think the 
chairman should be the spokes- 
man for the board, and, therefore, 
I have nothing to say.” 

Text of Dobbs’ statement fol- 
lows: 

“The ordinance recently passed 
by city council is only the culmi- 
nation of a series of efforts to 
remove Grady hospital from the 
direction and control of the pres- 
ent board of trustees, and can re- 
sult in but one thing, and that 
ig the return of political domina- 
tion of the hospital. This ordi- 
nance, in effect, completely emas- 
culates the board by taking from 
‘it all the authority given to it by 
the ordinance which created the 
board in December, 1930. I have 
been a member of the board since 
it began to function in January, 
1931. My name was submitted to

During its ad- 
ministration many economies have 
been put into effect, but never at 
any time at the expense of good 
service to the indigent sick of the 
city who have come there for re- 
lief. 

“A splendid staff served during 
1936 over 100,000 of these patients 
without any compensation what- 
ever, and to charge them with 
‘politicing’ is beside the question. 
The relationship between the 
board of trustees and the staff 
has always been a most pleasant 
one. That cifferences of opinion 
have arisen from time to time goes 
without saying. That will happen 
anywhere, but these differences 
have always been amicably com- 
posed and have never been allow- 
ed in any way to affect the high 
standard of service that has mark- 
ed the progress of the hospital over 
the past six years. Each year since 
the board was organized they have 
rendered an accounting of their 
services to the mayor, city coun- 
cil and the citizens of Atlanta.

It’s Dictatorship, Says Beck 


“A dictatorship has been estab- 
lished at Grady hospital, Council- 
man J. Frank Beck, ex-officio 
member of the Grady hospital 


board of trustees, said last night 
in commenting on approval of the 
council ordinance. 

“It paves the way even if it does 
not already re-establish council- 
manic control of Grady with its 
attendant pitfalls and politics. 

“Most of the older members of 
council remember what went on 
at Grady when it was controlled 
before by a council committee. 
Friends of council members were 
given beds at Grady whether they 
deserves them or not. Ward heel- 
ers were given preference when a 
council member was influential. 
The poor sick thus suffered. 

“Tt is unthinkable that this con- 
dition should return. I am not 
dealing in personalities and do not 
propose to do so, but Mr. Franklin, 
under the ordinance, is given com- 
plete control of Grady. He can 
even veto anything which the 
board dqes or he can refuse to do 
anything the board may want 
done. He is accountable only to 
the mayor and general council. 

“He gets his job from the mayor 
and council and he owes allegiance 


only to them. The Grady board is 
stripped of every vestige of its au- 
thority in the conduct of the insti- 
tution. 

“When the citizens’ board took 
Grady over, it had no rating, or 
practically none, with the Ameri- 
can Hospital Association. We got 
only the left-overs in internes be- 
cause we could not give internes 
a course recognized by leading 
hospitals and medical authorities 
of the nation. We could not get 
enough competent internes. “Under 
the board this has been changed. 
We are now rated as an A-1 in- 
stitution. We get the cream of the 
internes and we have more apnli- 
cations than we have places. This 
has been of unestimable benefit to 
the poor sick of this city. Internes 
are an important part of proper 
hospitalization in Atlanta and aft 
Grady. 

“Grady has a fine staff of visit- 
ing physicians. It might be that 
some others want jobs there and 
some of them undoubtedly are 
qualified to hold places on the 
staff, but we know we have a good 
staff there now. Why inject poli- 
tics into an efficient organization 
like this? I think we should allow 
the Grady board to operate 
Grady.”

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BRITAIN AND JAPAN 


OPPOSED 10 NRA 
IN TEXTILE FIELD 


Former Carolina Governor 
Urges Adoption of 40- 
Hour Work Week. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—(>)— 
British and Japanese employers 
stood shoulder to shoulder at the 
world textile conference today 
‘against a United States bid for a 
“universal NRA.” 


The conference split into two 
camps, with the employers of ma- 
‘jor exporting countries opposing 
‘hour and wage recommendations 
by countries—like the United 
‘States—which have high domestic 
-consumption. Great Britain and 
Japan are rivals for international 
textile markets. 

The cleavage followed a broad 
hint by O. Max Gardner, former 
governor of North Carolina, and 
spokesman for United States em- 
-_ployers at the conference, that the 
entire industry might well adopt 
this four-point policy: 

1. The 40-hour work week. 

2. Collective bargaining. 

3. Opposition to child labor. 

4. Abolition of the “third shift” 
for productive machinery. 

“It is to the everlasting credit 
of our American industry, Gard- 
ner said, “that when the law 
(NIRA) creating these reforms 
was invalidated it automatically 
became the common law of the 
country.” 

A rising chorus of “very good” 
and “excellent” from representa- 
tives of the international labor of- 
fice was cut short by a brisk re- 
ply from William Scholes, British 
employers’ advisor, who said: 

“The international labor confer- 
ence in Geneva next June will be 
the appropriate occasion to dis- 
cuss the 40-hour week.” 

J. Kitaoka, Japanese govern- 
ment delegate, insisted that na- 
tions whose textile manufacturers 
depended on export outlets would 
not bind themselves to labor 
standards in the face of rising 
trade barriers.

SHOWING PREFERENCE. 

When the opener has bid two 
suits the responder must show 
which he prefers (unless he is 
strong enough to bid a suit of his 
own, or to bid no trump). His 
choice will be made as follows: 

1. With equal length in each of 
the opener’s suits (such as 3 and 
3), he usually should prefer the 
first bid suit, even though the sec- 
ond is stronger in high cards. 

2. With greater length in one 
suit, he should prefer that suit, 
even though he has higher cards 
in the other. (He will prefer the 
suit in which he holds 6 5 4 to the 
suit in which he holds A J.) 

Exception: When the opener has 
reversed he shows a four-card 
length in his second suit. The re- 
sponder should not raise this suit 
without at least four trumps. He 
should return to the first bid suit, 
no matter how weak his hand, if 
he has three cards in each suit. 
He may pass, if his hand is very 
weak, holding two cards of part- 
ner’s first suit and three cards of

It can be actual 
weakness resulting from the ex- 
haustion of available energy and 
reduced blood sugar. 

Fruit juice, a banana, a hot 
drink or glass of skimmed milk 
are perfectly in order to tide you 
over. By no meahs, however, 
should the pick-me-up be taken 
in addition to the usual amount of 
food—unless you want to gain 
weight! 


Aside from the fact that extra 
meals offset fatigue and increase 
efficiency, they dull the sharp 
edge of the reducer’s appetite and 
make reducing less painful. 


‘In the five-meal-a-day plan less 
food is taken at a time, so there 
is no increase in the total number 
of calories. If you have for years 
gained weight on just one regular 
meal a day, you may like this 
plan. You will lose avoirdupois 
on more meals, if your calorie to- 
tal is held down to the 1,200 or 
1,400 calories your activity al- 
lows. Chances are that you will 
feel healthier and happier on the 
balanced menu with in-between- 
meal calories. 

If you cannot conveniently diet, 
try eating. The average reducer 
takes her dieting too strenously— 
and for all too short a time. Most 
overweights, particularly women, 
go without breakfast, eat sparing- 
ly at lunch and overeat at dinner. 
Working out the theory that fat 
melts faster on a light evening 
meal, skipping dinner is a far 
more successful trick than skip- 
ping breakfast and an adequate 
dinner at noon. Don’t diet—eat

It was an automobile, not a 
common kind of machine in those 
days. There was some worry as 
to how to get it off the vessel, but 
this problem was settled when 
half a dozen sturdy sailors picked 
it up and carried it down the 
gang-plank.

Before being given a license, the 
author was put through tests. He 
went around a corner, and barely 
missed striking a flock of sheep.

Today thousands of motor cars 
pass along the roads on either side 
of the Seine, en route from Havre, 
the seaport, to Paris, the capital 
The motorists go through Nor- 
mandy, one of the f t parts of 
France. All about them in spring 
or summer they may see crops 
growing in the valley, which is 
blessed with rich soil. Many oth- 
er persons travel up and down the 
Seine aboard steamers. 

The most famous part of the 
Seine is that which runs through 
Paris. Broad strees and fine pub- 
lic parks extend along the banks 
in some sections of the city. The 
grounds of the Louvre stretch for 
half a mile along the river. The 
Louvre at one time was part of 
the French’s King’s palace, but 
now it is a museum and art gal- 
lery, visited daily by people from 
many countries. 

An island in the river is known 
as the Ile de la Cite, and this is- 
land was settled more than 2,000 
years ago vy a tribe of Gauls 
known as “Parisii.” While the 
Romans held power over France, 
the settlement was called Lutetia, 
but later the name was changed to 
Paris, in memory of the Parisii. 

On that very island today stands 
the most famous church in Fran 
the Cathedral of Notre Dame.

after men had labored on it for a 
century and a half.
